miles in 225 hours of flying, or an 
average of 76,36 m iles an hour. 
If

with machines that could stand 24 
hours a day flying for the world 
trip at the average of 76.36 m iles 
an hour they could have finished 
the 
journey 
in 
approximately 
15 
days and six hours. 
By encircling the globe in the 
flying time of a little over 15 days, 
the United States army flyers shat­ 
tered the notable feat of John H. 
Mears, who, in 1913, went round 
the world by ship, train and other 
modes of travel in 35 days 21 hours 
36 minutes. 
Fast trips around the globe in­ 
clude one made by Nellie Bly, a re­ 
porter, in 1889, shoitly after Jules 
Verne published his famous book, 
“Around the World in Eighty Days.” 
She did it in 72 days, 6 hours, 2 
minutes. In 1903, Henry Frederick 
cut this tim e to 54 days, 7 hours, 
2 minutes. Frederick’s record was 
broken in 1911 by Andre Jaeger- 
Schmidt who encircled the earth in 
39 days, 19 hours, 42 minutes, 38 
seconds. 
The making of the plans for the 
air trail-blazers occupied more tim e 
on 
the 
part 
of 
army authorities 
than the men spent on the journey. 
Everything was arranged to mini­ 
mize the chance of failure. The 27,- 
000-m ile 
trail 
was 
divided 
into 
seven divisions. An advance officer 
was sent out over each division 
months in advance of the scheduled 
starting date to prepare mi ps, ob­ 
tain weather data, and to lay sup­ 
ply depots and stations at import­ 
ant points enroute. Supplies were 
then sent to places chosen by the 
advance officers. 
Special Douglas air cruisers were

Colbert school house is one of the 
best rural school buildings in the 
country. The people have always 
' been strong for schools and they 
I were not satisfied until they had 
I erected 
a 
commodious concrete 
block house of several rooms and 
raised the school to high school 
| level. 
Tramping along the road north 
I passed a word or two with D. F. 
McCuiry who was 
sowing 
some 
winter barley for winter pasturage 
for his chickens, a matter of con- 
| siderable importance with 
anyone 
! who expects to get eggs to sell 
while they are high in price. A 
well is being spudded in on his 
place a few hundred yards w’est of 
! his house, so one of these days he I 
may be in a position to take life 
* easy. 
The Oklahoma Pipeline Co.’s new 
line from Cromwell crosses the road 
just north of Colbert school house 
and the pipe is all on the ground. 
I could hear a crew blasting a mile 
to the east of the road. 
A little beyond the McCurry place 
I dropped in at Ed Walker’s. Mr. 
I Walker was picking cotton and I 
picked a few bolls just to keep my 
hand in. 
J. M. Sales was not at home but 
I noticed that he had a fine or­ 
c h a rd among other improvements. 
, 
T. R. Foster came along on th e , 
I running gears of his wagon about 
that time and I rode with him to 
his home a mile to the north. Mr. 


j Foster is a strong believer in diver- 
: sification. He said he will get five 
bales of cotton this year and made 
a good crop of corn, but in addi­ 
tion to these he had been getting 
in some money all the year from his 
truck. He sold $67 worth of cu­ 
cumbers from thre^-quartcrs of an 
acre and would have done much 
j better if the drouth had not struck 
5 him. He also sold $35 worth of to- 
j matoes from a quarter of an acre. 
He also sold other stuff, realizing 
$280 all told during the season. He 
is selling roasting ears now. 
I met J. W. Odom in the road 
; and had ait short chat with him. He 
j lives on the McAlister place. He said 
he was one of the early settlers of 
I the county, having come here before 
it began to develop much. 
I dropped by the Smith-Bowles 
j well just to see how things looked. 
It was really good to see the derrick 
I painted black from top to bottom 
with the oil that had spouted out 
j at 
various times. I tope to see 
I many more painted in the same way 
j in the next two or three years. 
The New Bethel 
people 
were 
• among the first of the rural com­ 
munities to build a first class school 
; house. 
It is a substantial 
brick 
} building and,one of the rural high 
I schools of the county. There is also 
a teacherage in connection. 
I straggled in at the home of 
Rev. and Mrs. C. W. Stringer about 
11:30 and spent a very pleasant 
two hours with this family. When 
dinner was called—and it was a 
first class one, too— I was the last 
to finish eating. Bro. Stringer is a 
real sure enough pioneer of this 
section. He came here 36 years ago 
and for 26 years has lived in the 
I New Bethel community. He is one 
! of the sturdy type of pioneers who 
I stood for law and order and blazed 
j the way for those of us who cam**1 
i afterwards. For the past 16 years 
| he has been a minister of the Bap­ 
tist church and has labored all over 
I Pontotoc and Seminole counties. The 
New Bethel church and cemetery I 
I are on land he donated. Besides his 
(church work Mr. Stringer has a1-J 
j ways been a progressive farmer and 
I slock breeder. Just now, however,) 
j he is not raising much in the way 
; of stock, but he has some fine;

He has the best arrange­ 
ment for his hogs that I have found 
anywhere. It is a high bluff several 
feet above the level of the nearby 
branch from which flows a spring 
that provides all the irater the hogs 
need while the bluff provides plenty 
of shelter from the north winds in 
winter. Mrs. Myers, before her mar­ 
riage, taught at Tyrola i ud was at 
one time home' demonstration agent 
of Wagoner county. 
By the time I 
left the Myers 
place the sun 
was beginning to 
show signs of retiring from limi­ 
ness in a short time, so I decided 
it would be well for me to do like­ 
wise.

"""The part of the county I was over 
on this trip is rather sandy. I saw 
some good farms along the road 
and others not so good. Crops will 
average about the same as other 
parts of county. People are losing 
no time while the sun shines but 
are pushing their work for all they 
are worth. In fact, I missed seeing 
several families because they were 
away from home at work. 
With the discovery of oil at New 
Bethel it looks like that may be­ 
come an important center.
